Esrepro fever forme the subject of a 
bighty interesting oto by “Surgeon- 
Lioutenant-Colonst Quill in the last uum- 
bor of the British Medical Journal to hand, 
wherein that officer gives the results of a 
form of treatment he hos followed with 
great success at the Station Hospital, 
Kirkao. In 1892, he says, twenty-four 
cases wors treated in that hospital, nine of 
which proved fatal, In 1893, eighteon 
casos wore troated at tho samo placo, only 
two deatha resulting, A conseusus of 
medical opinion left no doubt as to the 
ouses being true enteric, Tho treatmont 
adopted was the adwiniatration of a com- 
bination of puro carbolic noid and chloro- 
form, in full doses, the dusea berg increas- 
ed in number. ducing the first few days, 
aod decreased as u fall of temperature took 
place in the patient. The doctor states 
that ono patient took over tivo ounces of 
carbolio acid from firat to last, with @ 
similar quantity of olloroform, but neither 
in this owse nor jn the othera were any ill- 
effecta noticad that could be ascribed to the 
acid. In giving his reanons for adopting 
thia mothod, he notes that in 1892 Dr 
MelIntyro, of Glasgow, condacted ‘some 
experimenta in rezard to tho action of 
airbolic acid on tho enteric bacillus, and 
found that, in addition to an antisceptic 
action on the intestinal eontents,-the acid 
* controlled the develupment of the enteric 
bacillus, whilat in 1880 Weiner of St. 
Petersburg made similar axperimenta with 
chloroform, aud fuund that a half per cent 
solution vf chloroform kitled tho enteric 
bacillus. From this he concluded that 
these draga in combination ought, if given 
with judigious freedom, to be effretual in 
destroying ths enteric bacillus, aud hia ex- 
pectations have been reatised. Surgeoy- 
Lieutenant-Colonel Quill males the follow- 
ing reassuring remarks on tho subject; 
‘T have treated with the carbolic acid and 
chlorofurm cumbidation during the. past 
year all cases of enteric fever that have 
come under my care, and in each case per- 
fect recovery haa followed, without the 
advent of any symptom calculated to cause 
anxisty.” 


A BEecant New York telegram atates : - No 
smcko issued from the fuanels of the Ham- 
burg-Amarican steamer @rimm us it pro- 
> esoded to its pier sarly Susday morning. 
Ita farnaces consume all the smoke and 
gases. The craft is fitted with furnaces 
thot ao completely burn the coal and all the 
products of itg furnaces that it requires 30 
per cent less,fuel to run it than would be 
required with ordinary Furnaces, Tho 
old furoaces were removed and - the 
steamer fitted with smoke-conauming odi- 
ficos at Hamburg. There are six boilers 
io two nests. Steam is generated in them 
entirely by the passage of the burniny 
gases through their dace. Tho Grimm 
burned only 250 tons of oval on the voyags 
of fourteen days from Bergen. Under or- 
dinary conditions it would have consumed 
at least 300 tons. The @rimm averages 
about eleven and a half knots an hour. It 
carrios only freight and steerage passongers, 
First-class passenger lines cons sme an im- 
mense amount af coal in comparison with 
that turned by vesacla of the class of the 
Grimm, The same principle applied to 
them would resutt in a large reduction in 
the coal expense. Emil L Boas, general 
passenger manager of the Hambarg- 
American Line, ssid that if the report 
on the device waade by Captain Kreobt 
and Chief Engineors Lange and Grimm 
was entirely satisfactory, it would only 
be a question of a few weeka befure the 
new furnaces would be used by all the 
line, Assistant Eoyineer Remsehl said the 
now system was successful, and that the 
chief engineor probsbly would report in 
favor of its adoption. Ié the amoke-con- 
pumera are ada ted to the uses of the big 
express Steamers the foal bills will be 
decreased nearly one-third, The labor of 
the atokers -will be greatly lessened. 
The now furnace is of simple construs~ 
tion. Tho oval is put in at a door in the 
top of the furnace. It falle upon a grate 
boacath, which ig a tunnel ranning out 
uader the boiler'and finally into the flues, 
Deawa by the power af the draft, the smoke 
and geges from the burning coal are con~ 
ducted.into the tunnel beneath the grate, 
thence ‘thriugh’ tho boiler tube...

capital, and its reanurcesahauld find employe 
ment outside of the oparations which have 
hithorto been undertaken by the existing 
banks and focal inaurance offices in China, 
Japan and The Sirsits. These, from the 
pature of their constitutions, have been 
unable to avail themselves of many profitable 
and sound investments that ara offered in 
those countries, This Company will be 
able to take up branches of business hither- 
tn negleoted, and thus supply a demand for 
new capital, which has long been felt and ia 
daily increasing.’ And aa if to leave no 
doubt of the scope of tha powers of the 
Company—the business lind upon which it 
would move—the Momorandum of Associa- 
tion of the Company was printed on the 
same sheat as tha prospectus, and both were 
submitted to the public at thu sume time. 
It would bo seen, he said, from theao 
public dvolarstions that the company did 
not propose to do a banking business ; it 
did not intend to impress the public that it 
would enter such a field for the inves'ment 
of its capital,—bat it negatived, by an 
express doslaration, any such inference, 
when it declared that its capital and its 
resources should fad etployment outeide

CUSTOMS TRADE REPORT AND RE- 
TURNS, 1893, FOR KOWLOON. 


Mr H. E. Hobson, Commissioner of Cus-. 
toma for Kowloon and District, reports as 
follows upon the ‘trade.for tho year 1893 :— 

1. Local,—The estimated total value of 
the trade for 1803 in products tranapsrted 
in Native shipping coming under the eontrol 
of the Kowloon Stations equalled H&. Tis, 
41,586,888—the largest on reoord. ran 
exeons aver the figures for 1892 of Hk. Tis, 
6,644,931, towards which Foreign Importa, 
notably Kerosene Oil and Rice, contributed 
42 per cent, ; Native Imports, 8 per cent: 5 
Natives Exports, 46 per cent. ; and goody 
carried dirent from one Chinese port to an- 
other—i.e., pot vid. Hongkong,—4 per sent. 
Every bing tenda to prove thut—regardless 
t£ the upa and downs of exchange, and the 
complications with Siam, which fur atime 
threatened to close one of the abief sources 
‘on which the Canton province relies when 
deticits in her grain supply have to be made 
up—the Native firme interested in tha locel 
joat trafic huve mush cause for congratula- 
tion, Whilat the quantity of Piece Goods 
offering os freight was short, doubtless owing 
toenhanoed values and curtailed importativns 
from Europe, junks carried twice the amount

What 
becomes of thosa aupplica? Doubtless they 
fre boiled down and admixed with the more 
expepaiva Foreign Opium, and, later on, 
when Indian exchange diffoulties have been 
overcome, it will be found that Native 
Opium has gained a footing in regions 
where tt was not inquired for. or amoked 
previoualy. The result of the Indian Opiuro 
trade for the past 12 months wae most un- 
{ satisfactory to importers; and always sup~ 
posing that the yield of the poppy ticida in 
the three provinces above named continues 
to expand—nnd there ia every reason to ex- 
pect that it will,—a permanent dimiuution 
in the demand for Foreign drug of all des- 
oriptions may be confidently predioted. Aa 
regards the Opium consumed in the Opiara 
divana of the Kowluon district at the mo- 
went, it is worthy of note that current 
report hag it that the supplies come chieity 
in a prépared state from Singapore, and 

noked in tin. On referring to my col~ 
leagues at Lappa and Canton, Iam advised 
that whilet the supply-of Indian Opium at 
the firet-named port advanced by 258 piculs, 
that at the latter was 1,604 pienls beluw

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THE GRISIS IN KOREA. 


. Chemulpo, 16th June. 

On the 5th dame, the Chinese cruisers 
Taiywen and Yong Wei arrived from Che- 
for, The Baltimore, with the U.S. Admiral 
on board, from Nagasaki, and s Japanese 
guuboat from Chef..0- also arrived. 

On the 6th, the Japanese cruiser Zws ki 
Kan (oft for patrol duty on the coast, A 
cirentar was issued by the Japanese news 
offices here, notifying that Japanese troops 
tad been dispsiched from Tokyo for Korea, 
On the Oth the Japanese squadron arrived, 
under Admiral Ito; and Mr Otori, the 
Japanese Minister, also arrived, sccom- 
prnied by a guatd of Imperial metropolitan 
police, Vessels of war—principally Ohi- 
nese and Japanesy—are moving in and out 
of this pert, and it is impossible for me to 
keep the run of their names, but thera are 
how eleven war vesorla io harhvur, cons 
sisting of American, French, and Chincee. 
Of the latter there are reported to be four 
more at the old harbour, Masampe, ubout 
18 miles south-east of Chemulpo, At 9 
pm. a picket of men-of-war'e men, fully 
armed and equipped, left for Séal: shortly 
afterwards thse wore followed by'a syuad 
belonging to the ambulance corps, wearing 
the badge of the Red Gross Society, ready 
for action, On the 20th, at day-break, 
two companies of Japdnese mean.of-wars 
mien, each having an ambulance squad, left 
forSéuh Atba.m, Mr Otori, the Japanese 
Minister,“left for Séul, accompanied by bie 
squ-d of police, who are all big, strapping 
fellows. One hundred and fifty men went 
by river,. with: two machine guns anda 
larze stock of ammunition.
